SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The computer photographic image entitled K-01.jpg \s classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The computer image exploits the nudity of a child to such an extent and in such a 
manner as to render the publication objectionable. The image is a colour photograph 
depicting a naked girl who is no more than 10 years of age in a child’s bedroom playing 
a recorder. Her chest and pubic area are visible. The image looks like an 
amateurishly-shot family ‘snap’. The computer file format of the image is a significant 
consideration in coming to this determination, as computer technology allows easy 
reproduction and distribution of such files via national and international 
telecommunications networks. Images similar in character to this image are said to 
have been found in the same computer. Given all of these factors, the Classification 
Office is of the opinion that the publication is likely to be used for the gratification of 
adults with a sexual interest in children. 

Consideration has been given to the relevant provisions of the New Zealand Bill of 
Rights Act 1990 as they relate to this publication. The Classification Office considers 
that the availability of the computer image is likely to be injurious to the public good due 
to the extent to which and manner in which the publication exploits the nudity of a child. 
The limit on the freedom of expression resulting from this classification is considered to 
be reasonable and demonstrably justified, given the objective of preventing harm to the 
public. A less restrictive classification, such as making the publication available only to 
adults, would not mitigate the exploitation of children’s nudity for the apparent purpose 
of gratifying adult viewers who are titillated or stimulated by such images. 
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
